Citizens Committee of 500 (5). Both the CPL and the German-American Republloan 
League were said to have been founded in 1986 («)• 

Mertig, who says he came to the United States about 1909 (5), 
was bora in Germany (6)« He has also said that he was in California from 
1907 to 1918, when he was a good frlasd of the Hearst family (7). Baring 
the Hitler regime he worked fbr the German~£nerioan Steanship Line, and then 
settled in Hew York, After pearl Harbor? fee was ordered Inland from the 
eastern coast by the Army Exclusion Board, *hich considered his presence on 
the Atlantic coast dangerous to wartime safety (6). 

He was secretary of the League of Herman Societies, a coalition 
of Nasi and other German groups dissolved la 1941* The German- American 
Republican League, which has posed as a relief group, was repudiated by 
chairman Hans A Speoht of the American Committee fbr the Relief of German 
Needy la 1948. Said Spechtt •We have no dealings with un-American activities, 
or anyone connected with them, either past or present. ■ (8) The League 
defends •soft peace* policies toward Owrmany. One resolution, signed by 
SO Individuals and introduced finally into the Congressional Record, called 
fbr the admission into this country of five million German nationals— 
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those itoo had bem sent into occupied countries by Hitler forces and later 
been expelled fro* countries liberated by the Allies (9)# 

After an eapose of Mertig by the New Jork Jouraal-&pericfln t he 
was denied use of one meeting place, flefrdermannac Hall in New lorie City. He 
then told newsmen that "The Naals didn*t do anything half *s bad as the 
American troppa** (10) 

In 1948 Mertig spoke (see Christian Front, below) at a Christian 

Front meeting at #i"ch inflammatory literatu-e was cUstributed, including * 

book on Jewish Ritnal Murder* by Arnold Lease, editor of the Pritish Fascist . 

Utim Mertig was sentenced, the prosecutor (*ho fbr the seo6nd time in a *orrteen- 

year career recommended a sentence) said: 

These men came to Queens to create riots and disturbance. 
They are not even sincere in their beliefs. They 
are anti-Semitic merely for profit. They would be 
equally anti-Catholic, anti-Negro, anti-Protestant, anti- 
anythingj if there were money in it» This is the 
kind of poison that destroys the soul. (11) 

Mertig immediately claimed he was railroaded and a v" ctim of 
Jewltfi pressure. "1ben will the 180 million Gentile Americans finally 
realise to ifoat due consequences this sort of a secret government within 
our government leads!* he said (12). 

Earlier in 1945, the GPL chairman had begun a sight to save 
dangerous enemy aliens — * daman Nazis— from deportation, m Jfcigust, 1945, 235 
internees at Ibrt Lin cola, N*D», authorised Mertig ro^ sedition trial defsnee 
attorney James J # Laugjilin to represent them in their case, qplease rdvlse us 
as to the approximate cost of the proceedings, * their spokesman wrote Mertig (ls)« 
It is not clear what money, if any, Mertig kept for himself in this or 
similar oases, or tfiether (in view of the Queens distr?c* attorney! s statement) 
Mertig ax mtered the defense of these aliens fbr profit* 
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Mertig was engaged In transactions fbr shipping hundres of copies 
of the (East San Eiego* California) Broom* dt?d by* federal grand juries as 
a transmission belt for seditions propaganda Atorlng the war* to a Yorkville* W # Y*C #> 
newsstand ran by Bifeene Brandy even while waiting to be sentenced in the 
Christian Front c*se (14) * After he was Jailed, he continued to appeal the 
case, explaining! ijf I wold not do that this miscarriage of Justice muld 
stand as a precdent and any three speakers tofttta could in fbture be 
wAk railroaded under this misapplied • unlawful assembly! law— if theya merely 
look a kike Into the eye in New Toik City— and I considerd it my duty to 
iiyan American citizens to save them from a repitition of each unlawfulness meted 
out to me»» 

Mertig* s appeal was denied by a unenimous decision (16) 0 
The pro*Oermsn propagandist usually makes great claims abAut his 
associations (see above, on William Randolph Hearst) . In an article on the 
possibilities of MacArthu'r as a presidential candidate, Mertig said* "I can 
tmthftiily Ibstav <ila1m - after having seen and spoken a number of times t$ 
Gwneral MacArthur during my vlelt^l *f the Philippine Islands— that I do not believe 
that MacArthftr would act as President of the United States Franklin tjelano 
foosevelt did,*** (16) 

As described by «n* *f his tfellow*travellers% Mertig » 

is quite a decent guy in many ways, but doemft know half 
the time whether he* a coming or going* I have known him 
fbr years and if be were ten inches taller and built 
accordingly* he mig&t have beoome a hero# Or a martyr* 
Jhlch mans the same thing la the final analyst s# As it 
is* however, he merely cuts a rather pathetic figure of
